NASHVILLE, Tenn.. Dec. 8.—An 
rea of twelve hundred square miles 
ft' the Appalachian region, partly ly- 
in Tennessee and extending into 
Carqilna, now is actually be- 
considered for the location of a 
national park, it is learned from Ten- 
state officials who have made 
surveys of the section with four 
members of the Appalachian 
Park 
Commission appointed by Secretary 
of Interior H ubert Work to inspect 
the section. 
’ One more trip of inspection is to 
piade with the fifth member of the 
commission, it is stated. 
The commission members, accord­ 
ing to Wilbur A. Nelson, Tennessee 
Geologist who accompanied the p a r ­ 
ties on the inspection 
trips, 
were 
much impressed with the scenic gran*, 
deur of the region, the absolute lack 
of civilisation and the virgin stats 
of the timber areas contained in the 
proposed park site. 
The only criticism offered was the 
inaccessibility of the section, but that 
be overcome by the construc­ 
tion of higfr^ljrs^Jjm geologist said. 
Claim» are made to fai* mountain 
region by several large tim ber con­ 
cern» and state ^officials 
estim ate 
that the purchase of the region for 
a park by the government would cost 
between $5,000,000 and $10,000,000. 
The state of Tennessee now holds 
an option on 80,000 acres of the pro- 
§ #bd site, which it fc believed would 


be purchased and turned over to the 
federal government in the event the 
national park is established. 
Containing 200,000 acres of virgin 
timber lands, the proposed site for 
the location of a national park hi the 
E ast is described as the most pri­ 
m aeval expanse in

Mount Le Conte, 
the most pictu­ 
resque of all the high peaks 
in this 
section, and from whose summit a 
hundred other peaks are visible, ris­ 
es more than 6,700 feet above sea 
level, and the distance from its base 
to the 
peak is more than a mile, said

the equal of any 
peak to be found. 
Le Cqnte is entirely within 
the, 
state of Tennessee, while other near-' 
by mountains—Clingman’s Dome and

DRY MAJORITY IS SAFE IN NEW 
CONGRESS. FIGURES REVEAL 
thirsty citizens desiring a drink can hope for 
1 ttle relief from the sixty-ninth congress, Tor fig­ 
ures tabulated by Dr, Deets Pickett, research sec 
retary of the board of temperance, prohibition and 
public morals of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
show that the “dry” majority in the next congress 
is amply large enough to prevent the weakening of 
the prohibition laws. 
Dr. Picktt’s figures show that the prohibition­ 
ists have 319 votes in the house, compared with 
111 representatives who might vote wet. 
Five 
votes are not classified by the secretary. 
In the 
senate the prohibition majority is equally as large. 
The report shows 74 dry votes in the senate, 21 
wet votes and one vacancy. 
With such an overwhelming sentiment in their 
favor in both branches of congress, it is incon­ 
ceivable t hat either branch would consent to the 
weakening, in any manner, of the present anti-li­ 
quor code. A Maryland representative was quite 
willing to face a court hearing in an effort to “lib­ 
eralize 
the statutes, but even his desperate ef- 
would seem, will be largely in vain. Every 
election, apparently, makes more certain the con­ 
tinuousness of absolute prohibition. 
Dr. Picket in hiR report, takes a sharp rap at 
some of the magazines now flooding the Ameri­ 
can'market* saying: 
“There are twenty magazines in the United 
States specializing in sex appeal” he reported. 
Massachusetts has handled this 
situation 
better than oher states and it is believed that 
a system of co-operation wih government of­ 
ficials can be perfected during the

AGAINST NATION’S RADICALS 
French government officials characterize that 
government’s move against the communists Sat­ 
urday as a “complete success.” The recent politi-’ 
tal developments in France have been of more 
nan passing'interest In America, inasmuch as the 
t rench people also live in a republic. The report­ 
ed success of France against those who would ove*1 
throw that government is pleasing to the over­ 
whelming majority of Americans, although on 
this side, we, too, h&ve our share of residents who 
are opposed to the existing order, 
The French form of government is different in 
many respects from our’s, but they both strive to 
place the power to govern in the hands of the 
people themselves. As Th,e 
times before, the American govefnmefit* is 
not 
without its faults but it is the best government 
the world has ever had, and certaintly it has been 
the most successful one. 
Those who would change our government, like 
the radical forces in France, are on a cold trail. 
The Russian people, sick of the czarist regime, 
were ripe for a revolution and change. They felt 
that no matter how bad the future might be, it 
could not be worse than the past, f The French, on 
the other hand, have a glorious past to remem-, 
ber. The war left the nation with many problems 
to solve, but it is difficult to conceive that the 
radicals will ever be able to convince the French 
public that those problems could be more easily 
solved under a form of government other than 
a republic. ’ 
France, like America, will have brief periods 
when the nation is rocked by great movements 
of unrest, but after all is said and done, people 
the world over have built up such confidence in 
republics that it would require a cataclysm, in­ 
deed, to shake them. 
As governments move onward they will be call­ 
ed upon constantly to face new situations, to solve 
new problems of state which changing conditions 
bring, but these problems can be solved in an or­ 
derly way, without resort to revolution, as plan­ 
ned by the French communists. 
An insight into the communists’ plans is given 
in the following Associated Press dispatch from 
Paris, dated Saturday night: 
In their raid on the soviet headquarters at Bo- 
bigny, the police say they seized documents pur­ 
porting to show that the communists were prepar­ 
ing to attempt an armed coup against Paris next

Leonid Krassin the soviet representative/is re­ 
ported to have told Premier Herriot in conference 
this morning that the soviet embassy had abso­ 
lutely no connection with the present agitation; 
that the soviet diplomatic mission woukj refrain 
from mixing in any way in France’s affairs. 
The official soviet newspaper in Paris publish­ 
ed the following appeal today: 
Our password today is the same as yesterday 
‘Wrench Sodul away from the military judges, 
open the frontiers and jail doors to all victims 
of class sentences whom the senate is keeping in 
penal settlements or exile. 
The working men of 
the Paris region must hold themselves ready to 
participate in the demonstration in favor of am­ 
nesty.”
